How the Title Wns l-'ir«t Olvon to a Klne 


Cook. 


Alfhoogh tho late Due de Nomoors 


ind no prcttiiisioua lo boing an epidurt1, 
ie was the last "cordon 
bleu" in 


franco. 
\Ve mean by this that, ho was 


:he last survivor of tho ClievalicrE do 
3t Ksprit. Ho was also of tho hist 
creatibii, that of 1829, when thoro wcrn 
only two knights made, tho Due do Ni» 
moura aud the Count do Lecce. Tlio 
Order oJ tho St. Esprit waa oioitied 
In 1587, wnS*suppressed by tho revolu- 
tion and was revived by Louiy XVIII in 
1814. To rspouk rightly, Louis XVIIl 
considered that the order hud never 
censod to exist, for he had given two 
collura daring his exile, in 1810,'t'ho 
ono to Fniucie I, king of the two aid 
lies, nnd the other to hia brother, tho 
prince of Salerno, tho father of hi 
brother's wifo, tlio Duchess d'Aumale. 


Tho ribbon of this order wan a light 


blue color. It waa worn around tho 
neck in the reigna of Henry HE and 
Homy IV, but was chunked by Louis 
XfV, when H WHS worn Uuross tbu chest. 
Tho Chevaliers of tlio 8t. Esprit won* 
always known tinder the name of Lefl 
Cordon Bleu, aud this was tlio Buprcmo 
honor during the monarchy of Franco, 
it was from this that the title of "cor- 
don bleu" was given to a first cla.sa 
:onk. A gentleman one day declared, 
after n good meal, Unit ho who hud 
cooked tho dinner had proved hini-solf a 
"cordon bleu" among cooks—in othrr 
words, tho master of his art. Thu title 
btOumU Ijuito the iago, and is now al- 
ways used to designate a good cook with- 
out the persouB who use it knowing 
what it means or elil) less tho origin of 
tho title.— ISxcliaiiKu.

'*1 have read several Lincoln anni* 
forsary speeches," said Mr. Charles 
Frederick, “ and havo been struck with 
the statement contained in some of 
ihciu to the ell'ect that Mr. Lincoln sel­ 
lout got mail, and that when ho did get 
mad he did not ullow himself to get 
very road. If these speakers spoke from 
their personal experience, it is all right, 
but my personal experience with him 
ouo night satisfied mo he could get up • 
terribly good sized case of mad at time*. 


“ 1 was a boy at the time and was • 
messenger for tho old American Tele 
graph company, which in after yeum 
was absorbed by the present Western 
Union telegraph. For several days there 
had been a number of telegrams for the 
president from at my officers, and among 
them 1 remember two or three from 
Ueneral McClellan. 
1 don’t remember 
now why they did not como over the 
military telegraph lines. 
Well, one 
night 1 started over to the White House 
with a telegram that 1 knew came from 
General McClellan. It was for tho pres­ 
ident. 


"In those days there was always 
guard of soldiers stationed at tiie two 
avenue gates, its also at thu other gates, 
but mcsst nger boys were generally well 
known, and they were admitted day or 
night without any question, at least to 
the front door, wheie another soldier 
guard was also stationed. There was 
always an ofliccr about the door, who 
receipted for telegrams. 
This night 
however, I saw Mr. Lincoln coming to­ 
ward tho outer gate, and 1 thought 
would personally hand him tho telo* 
gram, which I did. lie smiled pleasant­ 
ly enough as ho opened it, hut a change 
suddenly came over nun. 


“ ‘Have you tho other telegrams?* he 
demanded of me. 
1 replied that 1 hud 
but the one, though I informed him 
that 1 knew that there had been one or 
two others that day from Ueneral Mo* 
Clellan. 


“ 'That is what he suys,' added tbe 
president, ‘aud what anuoys mo is that 
I have not received them.' 


“ Then, turning to the sentry, he 
said; ‘Send up to the door for the offi­ 
cer in charge uml tell him that when 
telegrams come here addiessed to ma 
they should and must be delivered to 
me. Tell him also, ’ aud by this time 
the presidout was very mad, ‘that if he 
sends any more of my telegrams over to 
Mr. Stanton’s house I ’ll drive him away 
from here. Mr. Stanton has enough tel­ 
egrams of his own uml should not have 
m ine.1 


“ Though 1 wa« but a boy,” said Mr. 
Frederick, “ I could see that Mr. Liu* 
coin wits mad all tho way through, uud 
that, for the uiomout at least, he was 
displeased with his w ar minister, Secre­ 
tary Stanton, aud that ho intended ex­ 
actly what ho said. The president, then 
directing himself to me, continued: 
‘Boy, tell you* folks tiiat 1 must have 
my telegrams, aud that if these soldiers 
about the dooi interfere any moro I ’ll 
drive every ouo of them away.

Although tho late Due do Nemours 
bad no pretensions to being an epicure, 
be was the last "cordon 
bleu” in 
France. We mean by this that he was 
tbe lust survivor of the Chevaliers do 
S t Esprit. 
He was also of tlua last 
creation, that of 1829, when thero were 
only two kuights made, the Duo de Ne­ 
mours and the Count de Lecce. Tho 
Order of the St. Esprit wan cieatcd 
in 158?, warf suppressed by the revolu* 
tion and was revived by Louis XVUI in 
1814. To spoak rightly, Louis XVIII 
considered that tho ordci had never 
©wwed to exist, (or he had given two 
collars daring his exile, in 1810, tlm 
one to Francis 1, kiug of the two Hici 
lies, and the other to his brother, tho 
prince of Salerno, the father of his 
brother’s wifo, tho Duchess (1 Auuiak*. 


Tbe ribbon of this order was a light 
blue color. It was worn around tho 
neck in the reigns of ilenry lit uud 
Henry IV, but was changed by Louis 
XIV, when it was worn across tho chest. 
The Chevaliers of the Kt. Ksprit werft 
always kuown under the name of Le* 
Cordon Blen, aud this was the supremo 
honor during tho monarchy of Franco. 
It was from this that the title of "cor­ 
don bleu” was given to a first class 
cook. A gentleman one day declared, 
after a good meal, that lie who had 
cooked the dinner had proved himself a 
“cordon bleu" umoug cooks—in other 
words, the master of his art. Thu titlo 
became quite the rage, and is now ul- 
Ways ueed to designate a good cook with­ 
out the persons who use it knowing 
what it means or still less tho origin of 
the title. —'Kxchauge.

Ftam te a sl Xaadall^ tha g iu il 
af MaisaebQMtli Bagr^ and from Ckuvtn* 
r* Iluicl’.it'.so:' 1,0 gafhnred material for 
luv)tiiug an indepetidcnt judgment. *'l 
think,” ho says, “ I have sucked th an 
very dry, and if my oonfldcnca Was 
equitl to uiy oloquence, and my elo- 
quonco to my knowledge, pcrhapa 1 
might mako no very intolerable speak* 
er. ” It is curious to note in his letters 
the apathy of purliamout ou the snbjeot. 
*'jin this season and on America,*’ he 
writes In Ma>, 1775, “ tho Archaugol 
G.ibriel would not bo hoard.” His own 
opinion w'as, on several |K)ints, adverse 
to tho policy of tho government, 
which, except on one occasion, he Stead­ 
ily supported. He was one of those in* 
dolent men w’ho attach themselves to 
political leatlers rather than to political 
principl(?s. Ft>r Lord North ho felt a 
warm alTcction, and throughout voted 
with him, somotimes against hia better 
Judgment. 


His speech would probably have been 
silver, his silcMco was certainly golden. 
In 1778 he was appointed a commimion- 
er of trade and plantations, with a sal* 
ary of £750 a year. Fox believml that 
ho had been bribed by olBoe and ex* 
pressed tho l>olief in tho lines:

Standing out like monuments oiouted 
to engkiieering skill, to a {H^ople's eilter-^ 
prise, and to meohnnical perfoetioii, 
these bridges present a greater viirloty 
of admirable feiitnres and aro evidences 
of blotter workmanship than can bo 
found in the best of all tho cities iu 
either tho old or tho new w’orld. 


Chicago has 08 liridges spanning the 
river and its branches at every point 
where connnerce and trafflo demand a 
passagitway. Thero are 88 systems of 
viaducts, which liesptiak as many safo* 
guards for tho iieople against tho dan­ 
gers of railroad transportation. 


Represented among those 68 bridires 
is to be found every description of swing 
or drawbridge which tho world possess­ 
es tcKlay that is of practical value. They 
I’onstitute within a radius of a few 
miles a (congeries of mechaiiioal devices 
which captivato thoipcctatorw’ith their 
|)crfe(;tion and diversity of arrange* 
ments.—Chicago Inter Ocoan.

The scarlet uniform of tlioBritish in- 
in try has been greatly criticised in ro- 
jut years, chiefly on the ground Hint- 
exposes the men to needless danger by 
JEolosiug their whereabouts to the en- 
my. The objection taken to the ecarlct, 
owever, is groundless, and scientific 
easous aro given why the prevailing 
olor is for all purposes the most fiuit- 
ble that could bo selected. 
In the llrsfc place, Roarlot affords the 
est attainable protection against the 
Ttremes of heat and cold fo which sol- 
iers lire liable to be exposed. The darker 
le color protecting a warm body tho 
icro rapidly radiiition proceeds. White 
'ould be the best color to re luce radia- 
ou to a minimum, but white, is barred 
y other considerations, as are also all 
"le grays. Scarlet or red comes midway 


tweeu white and bhick or other dark 


olora, while with reference to proteo- 
on from the suu scarlet takes a far 
igher place than any of the blues, 
reeus or drubs and other shades often 
sed for military clothing. 
Yellow and ornngo are excluded be- 
mso these colors aro particularly con- 
picuous at n long distance. Although 
larJet or red is more- conspicuous than 
:ay, when the sun shines directly ou 
le troops it blurs ou the sight and is 
tnsequently more difficult to hit.

It was to imbue, them with a passion of 
pity for tho wretchedness and degrada- 
tion in which multitudes of their fellow 
countrymen wero plunged and to con- 
vince- them that their power, as tho 
natural leaders of tho people, to discover 
and apply remedies for the prevailing 
evils had not been lost, had not indeed 
been essentially impaired, either by 
tho reform bill or by the circumstances 
of its ultimate passage into law.

Hollow Shafting. 


Tho uso of hollow shafting instead of 


solid appears to bo gaining in favor, 
tlio principle, of course, not being now, 
but mechanical dirlicultius presenting 
themselves in certain applications, l^or 
instance, a pulley is sometimes fastened 
to a shaft by means of a bit of motal 
called a key wedged in between tho 
Lwo, a slight recess or seat being cut in 
tho shaft and the inner surface uf the 
wheel to receive it, and thus, so long as 
the shaft is solid, liio key can be driven 
inward without special cam 
If, how- 


ever, tho b'haft wero hollow, it might 
spring slightly under tho pressure autl 
its shapo bo to that, degree distorted. 
But tho faot is now coming to bo recog- 
nized that screw clamping holts run- 
ning radially inward from the hub,of a 
pulley will grip tin: shaft as /irmly «s 
a key, Iho latter being pronouiieort need- 
less by exports.—New York Sun.

COLORS IN BATTLE. 


Why the Soldlvrs In the Kngllsh Army 
Ar« Array««! In Srarlvl. 


Tho ioarlol uniform of the British iu- 
raiitrjr has been greatly criliciised iu re* 
oeut years, chieliy ou the ground that^^ 
it expoiie« the men to ui«dless danger by 
disolo«iug their wiiereabouts to the eii* 
oiuy. The objection takeu to tiie scarlet, 
however, ia groundless, and scieutiiio 
reasou8 are given why tiie prevailing 
color ii for all pur]H)ses tho most suit* 
able that could be selected. 


lu the llrat phteo, iicarlet afTorda tho 
bent attainable prou^tion against the 
extrewea of heat iinil cold to which sol­ 
diers are liable to lie ex]>o«ed. Tlie darker 
Ihe color protecting a waiiii body tlio 
more rapidly radiation proc«eda. White 
would bn the best color to re luce radia­ 
tion to a miuiuiuui, but white is burred 
liy other considerations, as are also all 
the gray«. Scarlet or red comes midway 
between white aud blitck or other dark 
colon, while with reference to protec- 
liou from the suu scarlet take« a far 
higher place than any of tho blues, 
greeus or dralia aud other shades ofteu 
aacd for military clothing. 


Yellow and orango are excluded be- 
oauao these colors are particularly con­ 
spicuous at R long distance. Although 
loarlet or red is more conspicuous than 
gray, when tho sun shiues directly ou 
Ihe troops it blurs ou the sight aud i* 
consequently more diflilcult to hit. 


With existing rifles tlie actual result 
of a fight is usually drcided at a dis- 
tanee just ouUidu the etfective raugo of 
the weapons. This distauco lies between 
600 and 800 yards. Nearer than that il 
li impossible (o close witiiout replying 
to the enemy’s fire, and as soon as the 
return Are whistles about tho defeud' 
ers’ heads the {lossibility of aimiug rap­ 
idly and accurately decreases. 


Therefore, from this point of view, 
it is uuiinporlunt whether the object tc 
be hit is conspicuous or uot, but from a 
moral j)uint of view it is a serious con- 
■ ideration. Within 700 yards ea*!h sub­ 
sequent itdvauce is conditioned by Uro 
superiority already achieved, tliu de­ 
fenders are shaken, the time for count­ 
ing beads is past, and the mental im> 
pressiou convoyed by tho sight of tha 
assaulting troops becomes the main 
point.

The cxar may possess qunlitiei and 
virtues which, under a happier Hysteui, 
might bear trait iu tho prosperity of his 
people, but lie, liko his subjects, is 
crushed hy thu aduiinistrntive niacliino, 
from which, in Ru.ssia, there is iio es­ 
cape. A new czar has as little initiative 
und is a.H much at tho mercy of periua- 
nont oflicials as is the chief of an Eng­ 
lish departniont reading in tho house of 
commons liio elaborate evasions of his 
head clerks. If ho were really a despot, 
it might bo well; for a benevolent des­ 
pot is nn excellent thing, but ho is no 
moro than the irresponsible head of an 
evil system which is founded ou repn's- 
siou, ignorance, darknoHS and slavery. 
Tho chief obji-ct of Ihe ]lu.ssiaii bnreau- 
eracy, whatever oflicial apologists may 
say, is to exclude the light.; to hold the 
people in a blind, Huperstitic>us ohedi- 
enco; to punish, imprison and banish 
those who would teach tho miserable 
inujik tliiit lie is ii man and uot a votl- 
ka fliled benst, that tho peasant has his 
rights as well as the cxar tuul an equal 
slaim to happiness and freedom. 


This is wliy political discussion is 
forliiddon in liuK.sia, why every book 
which opens the windows of tho mind, 
»'Von thuuKh of pure science and philo.so- 
^hy, is prohiliited by the censorship 
Mid why every unorlhotlox dis.sontpr 
wlio quesiioiis tho elaiiiis of thesucwKS- 
or of Ivan and Paul and Calherino to 
mediate with God for the iieople is re­ 
garded as disloyal and is treated as 
Huch. A system like tliie would never 
have been tolerated by any raco of ener­ 
gy and iittolligenee, as Englishmen have 
often taught both popus and kings. But 
tlie Slav people, of an oriental type, pa­ 
tient, sluggish, mystic and ignorant l)c- 
yond all imagination, bear and sufTer, 
and allow tliem.selves to be driven, like 
sheep to tho slaughter, into the armies 
of tho czar.—Nineteenth Uontury. 


The VouiiK Kni;laiHl l*arty. 


Largely under Disraeli’s inspiration 
tho Young England party was formed. 
He Was on terniH of closo friendsiiip 
with its leading memlmrs, who wero 
young men of the highest rank and dis­ 
tinction. It was iit their wish, not less 
than in pursuance of his own impulse, 
tliat Distraeli gavo literary expression 
to tlu.'ir eonimon views and aspirations 
in tho trilogy of political romances, of 
which, though “ Tancred” is said to 
liavo been tho most highly esteemed by 
the author, the teachingof “ Coningsby” 
and “ Sybil” is liy far tho more direct 
and impressive. Its purport has jilready 
been indicated. It was to retiidl tho 
Enjilish ari.stocrncy to a rejvlization of 
tho true splendor of their position and 
the immensity of their responsibilities. 
It was to imbue tiieni witli n pa.ssion of 
pity for tho wretchedness and degrada­ 
tion in which multitudes of their fellow 
countrynten wero plunged aud to con* 
vinco them that their power, as tho 
natural leaders of tho people, to discover 
and apply remedies for tho prevailing 
evils had not lieen lost, had not indeed 
been e.Hsentially impaired, eitlier by 
tho reform bill or by the oircumstauccs 
uf its ultimate passage into law. 


It would bo quito inaccurato to say 
that theso books sketched out n policy. 
They endeavored to create, or rather to 
revive, n temper. 
And they convoyed 
thu (ainfident belief that if that temper 
wero revived and took worthy manifes­ 
tations in tho lives of tho aristocracy it 
would awaken grateful recognition and 
secure ail needful forms of practical 
support on tlio part of tho masses of thu 
people.—Quarterly Heview.

For 
instance, a pulley is sometimes l'a.stelied 
to a shaft by means of a l*it of metal 
called u key wedged in betwe(‘u tho 
two, a Blight recess or seat Isting cut in 
tho shaft and tiio inner surface of tho 
wlieel to rcHjeivo it, and tlms, so long us 
tho shaft is solid, tiie key can be driven 
inward without sjH-cial care. If, how­ 
ever, tho shaft wero iiolhiw, it might 
spring slightly under the pressuru aud 
its shape bo to tliat ilegrco distorleti. 
But tho fact is n«iW coming to Ijo recog- 
uiisod that screw clamping Isilts run* 
ning radially inward from tin« hub.of a 
pulley will grip the shaft as lirmly as 
a key, the latter being pronounced ucetl- 
less by t xptn ts.—New Vork Sun.
